Any shortage of grass in spring is made up 
by means of a catch crop of vetches and’ rye 


that comes in about the beginning of May and 


lasts until the grass ‘comes abundant. 
Ha has taken two cuttings off this. After 
the first cutting a dressing of diluted liquid 
manure from the tank in the feeding yard 
is applied. A second cutting is usually made 
later in the month. When the ground is 
cleared of early potatoes and the catch crop, 
it is sown with a red turnip that comes in 
well for feeding calves about the end of 
November. 

The rotation is a five or six course one, 
according to the way. in which the crops turn 
out. This gives better results than any 
attempt to adopt the four course rotation, and 
sels an example in economical farming which 
others might follow with advantage. 

Seven milch cows are kept, in addition to 
seven one and a half year olds and seven 
calyes. For the tillage operations he has two 
working. horses. In Mr. Hogan’s opinion, 
small farmers are handicapped by the. fact 
that most farm implements require two horses 
for their satisfactory working. A small flock 
of sheep is kept, and a number of pigs. The 
latter have been reduced owing to the recent 
slump in prices. Tu finish these, barley meal 
and Indian meal is used, in addition to 


potatoes. 
FARM BUILDINGS. 

The farm buildings are models of their kind, 
well lighted and airy. Close to a spacious hay 
barn is a feeding shed for ten or twelve cattle. 
The liquid manure from this shed is conveyed 
to a congrete tank, whence it can be carried 
to the pastures and other parts of the land’ in 
need of nitrogen. Rainwater is conveyed by 
an ingenious system of gutters to an open 
air tank, and comes in very useful for various 


purposes. 
A small forge, neatly equipped, enables the 
owner to effect repairs to his ba implements 
with economy. “Skill im carpentry enables 
him to make gates, fences an other articles 
that would otherwise have to be purchased 
at considerable expense, while a knowledge 
of building has: resulted in the construction 
of sheds and outhouses that are well lighted 
and ventilated. 

Having spent the greater part of his life 
in waking the land more: fertile and beautify- 
ing the immediate surroundings of his home- 
stead, Mr. Hogan. loves his home intensely. 
At home at present are two sons and twe 
daughters. e others are ‘doing well for 
themselves.
